Breather and unfavorable rainfall in 
many sections hampered the corn 
during the last month. 


Wheat is 85 per cent normal and 


the estimate is 27,629,000 bushels. 
Harvest is late but fields generally 
promise a yield above the average 
Oats acreage showed: an 
increase 


this year and estimated production 
is set at 65,400,000 bushels com- 
pared with 59,052,000 bushels har- 
vested last year. Rye is 85 per cent 
normal with production estimated 
at 2,422,000 bushels. -White pota-
